E ight months after the town an¬ 
nounced a buyer for the eyesore 
Games and Lanes property, the 
town last week announced ... a poten¬ 
tial buyer for the eyesore Games and 
Lanes property.

He said 
at the Jan. 5 council meeting that he 
was spurred by an Agawam Advertiser 
News article noting that despite a po¬ 
tential buyer’s interest in April 2014, 
the property remains unsold. 

“When we approved the zone 


change eight months ago,” said Suf¬ 
friti, “we were looking for Mr. (Scott) 
Petlock to follow through and buy the 
Games and Lanes property and clean 
it up. What I am looking for to hap¬ 
pen is for the Agawam City Council 
took look into whatever it may have 
the power to do in its jurisdiction to 
remedy the environmental issues on 
the property.” 

Upon hearing Suffriti’s comments 
at the council meeting, Mayor Rich¬ 
ard Cohen issued a memorandum to 
City Council President Christopher 
Johnson, informing him and the rest of 
the councilors that the administration 
is still actively seeking a resolution to 
Games and Lanes, and there may be a 
buyer for the property.

Springfield St., Feeding Hills. 
The cost of the supper is $15. The 
entire amount will be donated to 
Euliano. 

“This is a very tough time for 
Bill,” said Anthony Bonavita, a 
local attorney and School Com¬ 
mittee member who is a member 



of the committee organizing the 
benefit. “Bill is one of the longest 
serving town officials — Bill’s 
been chair of the Board of Health 
for more than 30 years — and he’s 
dedicated much time to helping 
our town.” 

Bonavita said friends of Eu¬ 
liano’s decided to 
form a commit¬ 
tee to plan a ben¬ 
efit for him after 
learning about the 
mounting costs 
associated with 
his treatment. 

“We’re holding 
this benefit supper 
to help out Bill 
and his family in a 
time of need,” said 
Bonavita. 

Euliano’s fam¬ 
ily includes his 
wife Susan, son 
Joe, and grand¬ 
daughter Emily.

After surviving Hodgkin’s dis¬ 
ease and suffering a serious illness 
doctors feared was pancreatic can¬ 
cer, Patti Phillips rebounded with a 
smile on her face and an “attitude 
of gratitude” for life, family, and 
friends. 

Now a staunch advocate for 
raising funds to help find a cure 
for cancer, Phillips, 69, was 
among the first to register for the 
Relay for Life of Agawam when 
it launched in 2012.

Phillips will share 
her experience as a 
cancer survivor and

Jan. 22. She will be 
the survivor speaker 
during the two-hour 
event that begins at 6 
p.m. in the new Aga¬ 
wam YMCA Wellness and Pro¬ 
gram Family Center at 65 Spring- 
field St. 

This will mark the official start 
of fundraising efforts for the Relay 
to be held in May. Phillips will be 


joined by other cancer 
survivors, caregivers 
and Relay team mem¬ 
bers from Agawam and 
surrounding communi¬ 
ties who will renew ef¬ 
forts to find a cure for 
cancer. 

“I survived Hodg¬ 
kin’s disease 43 years 
ago. Eight years ago, 
I became seriously ill 
with what doctors sus¬ 
pected was pancreatic 
cancer,” said Phillips, a Southwick 
resident. “But after undergoing a 
very invasive operation, it was de¬ 
termined I was cancer-free.” 

Her illnesses gave Phillips a 
strong desire to spread her positive 
attitude for life and turn her feel¬ 
ings into action. As a cancer sur¬ 
vivor, she said it’s very important 
to her to raise funds to help end 
cancer. 

“I want others to have the same 
opportunity to live life to the full¬ 
est. I also want them to know that 
cancer is survivable — especially 
if diagnosed early. That’s the mes¬ 
sage I want to deliver,” added Phil¬ 
lips. 

Building hope, celebrating life 

Janine Iacolo, who serves as 
chairperson of the Relay for the 
fourth year, said cancer survivors 
like Phillips build hope for others 
in their battles with cancer. 

“Relay events honor survivors 
like Patti who are celebrating life 
after cancer,” said Iacolo. “Patti’s 
story can inspire others whose 
lives have been touched by can¬ 
cer.” 

Iacolo said the Relay’s fund¬ 
raising goal for 2015 is $85,000.

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Gillis eyes more stabilization efforts in 2015

When Police Chief Eric Gillis was sworn 
in last January, he pledged to increase com¬ 
munication in the department and stabilize 
the staffing. 

So far, Gillis has lived up to his promise, 
though unforeseen circumstances have de¬ 
railed part of his stabilization goals. 

The department entered 2014 with five 
new hires that had to go through the full¬ 
time police academy followed by training 
with offers at the department. Gillis was 
committed to getting those officers on the 
road as soon as they were fully trained. 

Later in 2014, however, the department 
went through some turnover and Gillis said 
he just hired three new police officers that 
are entering the academy at the beginning of 
February, the next possible time for an acad¬ 
emy training to begin. Gillis also finds him¬ 
self shorthanded with three more officers. 

“We have two officers that have suffered 
injuries in the line of duty and are out for 
a while,” said Gillis. “We also had another 
police officer who has been activated by the 
military and we are without him.” 

Gillis says turnover does happen, but the 
injured officers also hurt the regular number 
of police on patrol. 

“It’s something we are always working 
on,” said Gillis. “We want to make sure we 
have as much staffing in the community as

possible. Thankfully, the town has been sup¬ 
portive in the past with budget appropria¬ 
tions so we can hire officers.”

Corrine Wingard has high hopes for the 
new Agawam Housing Subcommittee, but 
she’s still waiting for the board’s first meet¬ 
ing — and two of its five members. 

The City Council voted to establish the 
board in May 2014, following a recom¬ 
mendation by council President Christopher 
Johnson. The council resolution stipulated 
that one member would be selected from 
the Agawam Housing Authority — Wingard 
— alongside one Planning Board represen¬ 
tative, one city councilor and two citizens 
selected by the mayor. 

As of last week, the council has not ap¬ 
pointed its representative, Wingard said, and 
the board is still waiting for the council to 
confirm the appointment of the Planning 
Board’s representative, Violet Baldwin. 

“I am really anxious for our group to get 
to work and start assessing the needs of the 
residents for housing,” said Wingard. 

Johnson did not return a phone ell seeking 
comment. 

The committee’s focus will be to complete 
studies of what kind of affordable housing 


I expect to get all 10 immediately? No. But 
it is definitely something I will advocate for 
more.” 

Gillis put the number of patrol officers on 
staff in perspective. He said with three shifts 
and a “four-day-on, two-day-off’ schedule, 
as well as sick and vacation times, he needs 
five officers to increase each shift’s number 
of patrolmen by one. 


Agawam has and make recommendations 
about how Agawam can promote more af¬ 
fordable housing in the community. 

“We are one of many communities to ac¬ 
cept Chapter 40B of the Massachusetts Gen¬ 
eral Laws,” said Wingard. “That law stipu¬ 
lates that zoning requirements can be relaxed 
in situations where developers are creating 
affordable housing for residents.” 

Wingard says the law applies until there is 
at least 10 percent of housing in town that is 
considered affordable housing under certain 
income thresholds. Those thresholds includ¬ 
ing approximately $44,000 per year for an 
individual, $63,000 for two people, and up 
to $84,000 for a family of eight. 

Mayor Richard Cohen has appointed his 
two selections already. The first is Pastor 
Christopher Pass from the Church of Re¬ 
demption on Maple Street. The other is resi¬ 
dent Anthony Passone. 

Wingard said she met with the Planning 
Board in November and then with Planning 
and Community Development Director Deb¬ 
orah Dachos in December. 

“She encouraged me to reach out to the 
other members I know that are on the com¬ 
mittee to find out when people are free and 


Another major goal set by Gillis was to 
increase overall communication between the 
department and the community. 

Gillis has been working on an increased 
presence of social media, utilizing Facebook 
and Twitter to communicate information to 
residents. He also has been using the “robo- 
call” option offered by the town. 

“We have been utilizing the calls to get 
more information out to residents about con¬ 
struction on the roads and detours,” said Gil¬ 
lis. “We are going to try and utilize it more 
so residents have the most up-to-date infor¬ 
mation possible.” 

Another big accomplishment by Gillis 
and the department is the ability for resi¬ 
dents to now file online police reports. He 
says the online option will be most helpful 
for out-of-town residents, using Six Flags 
New England as the best example. 

“If a person from out of town visit Six 
Flags and something gets stolen from them,” 
said Gillis, “they will be able to go home and 
file a report from their computer and send it 
to us, rather than wait for an officer.” 

Overall, police reports being taken have 
increased by about 72 percent. 

Gillis says in 2015, he will continue to 
work to get properly trained officers on the 
road and get his officers healthy. The depart¬ 
ment will also maintain a presence in the 
community through events like National 
Night Out, and the presence of D.A.R.E. and 
resources officers in the town schools. 


able to meet,” said Wingard. 

She recently completed letters to send to 
those other members, and also plans to con¬ 
tact Johnson about naming a councilor so the 
subcommittee can begin holding meetings. 

She will be recommending first for the 
group to complete an inventory of afford¬ 
able housing currently in Agawam, and what 
groups the housing serves, such as seniors or 
low-income residents. 

“The last report the housing authority add 
said that Agawam had approximately 3.9 per¬ 
cent affordable housing,” said Wingard. “We 
need to find ways to provide more. We need 
to find ways for people who grew up in this 
town to be able to afford to keep living here.” 

Wingard says she has gone through a lot 
of different training courses about affordable 
housing, and plans to make those resources 
available to her subcommittee to aid their ef¬ 
forts. She says part of the studies the sub¬ 
committee will be charged will include out¬ 
reach to the community. 

The Agawam Housing Authority manages 
some low-income housing in town. Soldier 
On, an affordable housing complex for vet¬ 
erans, is also being constructed in the near 
future.

During my growing up time, vegeta¬ 
bles consisted not much more that the 
following: peas, corn, tomato, carrots, 
lettuce, potato, celery, cucumber, onion 
and maybe one or two more. 

Nowadays, with international travel 
and the various Food Networks on televi¬ 
sion, there is another whole world of veg¬ 
etables and fruit available to one’s dining 
table. 

Many people are now vegans, forgoing 
meats, poultry, and fish and concentrating 
on vegetables for their daily diet, Asian 
soybeans taking on the protein allowance. 

In addition to supermarkets having ex¬ 
panded fresh vegetable and fruit depart¬ 
ments, we have the new phenomenon of farmers sell¬ 
ing portions of their crops to families and individuals 
to pick up during the spring, summer and fall periods. 

Farmers markets have sprung up everywhere and 
provide wide assortments of vegetables once or twice 
a week, now year-round. 

For the holiday of Thanksgiving, Kitty and I trav¬ 
elled to New Jersey to be with our son Scott and his 
wife Jan and their children 


Jan and Scott bought a share in tandem with a friend 
of Jan. Once a week they travel to the farm (about a 
25-minute drive from their home) and gather whatev¬ 
er crops have matured that week. Jan has remarked to 
us that many times her share is more than they might 
use, so she either passes some along to relatives or 
friends, or she puts it up for winter use, 
either freezing it or canning it. 

We sat down for the Thanksgiving 
dinner. Jan had made the last or next- 
to-last trek to the farm and we had the 
most remarkable assortment of veg¬ 
etables for dinner. I’ve managed to list 
them, and separated out the ones used 
in our salad. 

Salad: lettuce, tomato, celery, cu¬ 
cumber, onion, pepper. 

Dinner: string beans, peas, carrots, 
corn, rutabaga, turnip, potato, sweet po¬ 
tato, yam, soy beans, asparagus, beets, 
broccoli, Brussels sprouts, cauliflower, 
kohlrabi, mushroom, parsnip, squash, 
zucchini, lima beans. 

I think I might have forgotten a couple of root 
crops that I did not remember the names. However, 
my mom would be proud of me. I ate all my veg¬ 
etables and I wonder if I might be as strong as Uncle 
Freddie. 

Hooray for farms and vegetables. Let’s grow more 
and greater variety.

Last year’s goal was $70,000, but the final 
tally totaled more than $97,000. The past 
three Relays have raised a total of more than 
$200,000 — making the Agawam event one 
of the most successful new Relays in the 
area. 

“Year-to-year growth 
for Agawam shows that 
there’s a lot of community 
support behind this Re¬ 
lay. Each year, the Relay 
hasn’t just met the goal, 
it’s exceeded it — by a 
wide margin,” said Jen¬ 
nifer Ducharme, a senior 
manager for the ACS’s 
New England Division. 

She oversees Relays in 
Western Massachusetts. 

Iacolo said the money 
raised helps to fund free ACS programs and 
services to assist cancer patients and their 
loved ones in understanding cancer, manag¬ 
ing their lives through treatment and recov¬ 
ery, and finding the emotional support they 
need. 

“Our goal is to build hope for people fight¬ 
ing cancer by raising money for services and 
research. That’s why we chose ‘Building 
Hope’ as our theme for this year’s Relay,” 
she added. 

Iacolo said the kickoff — which has a 
snow date of Thursday, Feb. 5 — is an op¬ 
portunity to learn more about how to join or 
form teams.

third party developer to encourage a rela¬ 
tionship between the two,” Cohen’s memo 
states. “Early indications are that a part¬ 
nership can be established to clean the site 
and redevelop it for commercial use. The 
two parties are meeting privately to dis¬ 
cuss the details of this partnership.” 

Cohen goes on to state that the remedia¬ 
tion company has requested the town seek 
MassDevelopment grant funds to further 
the environmental assessment work pro¬ 
duced by O’Reilly, Talbot and Okun. 

The town will be submitting a second 
assessment grant within the next 30 days, 
Cohen states. 

“The administration continues to strive 
for a private solution to the Games and 
Lanes issues,” Cohen stated. “Such as a 
solution will avoid town liability with re¬ 
gard to the site. That being said, all possible 
options will continue to be explored.” 

Suffriti said he was pleased to hear the ad¬ 
ministration is still making a priority of the 


site and hopes it will be remedied soon. 

“We approved the zone change in part 
because we believed Mr. Petlock was going 
to clean up that property,” said Suffriti. “He 
didn’t follow through so we need to come up 
with another plan.” 

The City Council approved a mixed-use 
business zone for 19 different properties 
along Walnut Street Extension, the same 
street where Games and Lanes is located. 
The new flexible zoning is intended to en¬ 
courage a relatively dense, “downtown” dis¬ 
trict. 

Games and Lanes, which has a lot of 
environmental issues on the property, con¬ 
tinues to hamper the area from moving for¬ 
ward with improvements. Cohen has been 
reluctant to have the town seize the prop¬ 
erty through tax title because it would cost 
the taxpayers more than $600,000 to clean 
up the property. However, Cohen said the 
town’s administration wants to work with 
potential buyers to get the site cleaned up. 

His memo also states he wants to work 
with the council to come up with an effec¬ 
tive solution for the property.

ment is completed, Euliano will be evaluated 
to determine if he needs to continue with 
more treatments. Bonavita said that’s why 
Euliano’s friends are hopeful that the benefit 
supper can raise at least a couple thousand 
dollars. The goal is to provide Euliano with 
some financial relief from worrying about 
how to pay for some of the additional costs 
related to his cancer treatment. 

The financial help is needed, said Bonavi¬ 
ta, because of a number of ancillary costs 
involved with Euliano’s treatment that aren’t 
covered by insurance. According to Bonavi¬ 
ta, the type of treatment Euliano is undergo¬ 
ing is apparently more expensive and more 
difficult because he is being treated for two 
different types of cancer at the same time. 

Bonavita said tickets do not have to be 
prepaid, but can be purchased at the door the 
night of the event. The dinner will include 


pasta and meatballs, rolls, water, coffee and 
dessert. He added that all the food, utensils, 
and other items needed to put on the supper 
have been donated. That means 100 percent 
of the ticket sales can be used to help Eu¬ 
liano. 

John Negrucci, a former Agawam City 
Council member, a member of the planning 
committee and a chef, will be preparing the 
supper. 

“John is a good cook and he’s done a lot 
these types of benefits,” said Bonavita. He 
added that committee members will be as¬ 
sisting Negrucci with preparations for the 
supper.

AGAWAM - In a big Suburban 
League match, South Hadley en¬ 
tered Agawam and jumped out to 
a huge lead.

victories and stands at 103 wins, including 
one over Chicopee Comp’s Carlos Negron, a 
contender last season at 220 pounds last year. 

Karl-Morin has changed weight classes 
a few times during his high school tenure, 
wrestling at 160 pounds, 170 pounds, and 
last year at 182 pounds. He started off at 160 
and was a finalist at the weight during his 
sophomore year. He moved on to the state 
tournament, where he placed third and quali¬ 
fied for the all-state meet. 

Last year, Karl-Morin made the move up 
to 182 pounds, and finished third at Western 
Mass. He did not place in the state meet.
